Bennigan’s Gets Liquor License; 
Other Obstacles Face Restaurant

The Bennigan’s Restaurant franchise, slated for its 
own spot in the overall development plans of the Beltway 
Plaza, now has a liquor license, the city council announced 
Monday night, Sept. 12, at its regular meeting. Yet prob¬ 
lems with the franchise persist. 


The work session was set up 
with Metro officials to give coun¬ 
cil an update on the Greenbelt 
end of the Metrorail green line 
(also known as the E line). May¬ 
or pro tem Richard Pilski was 
wearing two hats as he also rep¬ 
resented the office of policy and 
program analysis of the Mary¬ 
land Department of Transporta¬ 
tion (M-DOT), Both Gough and 
Pilski outlined the progress made 
in the green line station plans 
and answered questions put to 
them by council and visitors. 

Both a commuter rail station 
(M-DOT Chessie commuter line 
between Washington and Balti¬ 
more) and a Metrorail E line sta¬ 
tion have been planned for the 
Springhill Lake Industrial Tract, 
with the commuter rail station 
due to open first in 1986 when 
interim parking lots will also be 
completed. Construction funds 
($2.5 million) rave been included 
in M-DOT’s fiscal year 1984 con¬ 
solidated transportation program. 
The design is expected to com¬ 
mence in the next 60 to 90 days 
with construction to be includ¬ 
ed in the Metro package or in 
conjunction with Metro timing. 

The Metro interim parking fa¬ 
cilities design is 60% complete 
with design completion anticipat-

ed by February 1984. Construc¬ 
tion is scheduled to start in May 
1984, with completion expected 
by December 1985. 

A ramp will connect the Belt- 
way (east-bound) with Metro 
parking lots and a kiss and ride 
lot. A second kiss and ride 
lot will only be accessible from 
Cherrywood Lane extended. 

The widening of Cherrywood 
Lane between Maryland Route 
193 and the Metrorail station is 
programmed for 1986. An exten¬ 
sion of Cherrywood Lane from 
the Greenbelt station over the 
Beltway to Kenilworth Ave. {Rt, 
201) is to be designed in 1986-87 
with construction to begin in 
1989. Both projects are to be 
funded through the Greenbelt 
TIF (Tax Increment Financing) 
revenues and/or TIF supported 
bonds. Gough also said that fed¬ 
eral money may be available. Al¬ 
though ramps are planned, Metro 
does not intend to start out with 
them, Gough said, but will start 
with them in mind. Metro is re¬ 
sponsible for ramps, he contin¬ 
ued. If anyone else helps to build 
them, it would be a public road. 

Gough assured council that the 
money to build the green line is 
available. For example, the 
Wheaton line bid was lower than

cal features.”

According to Patricia Hincken. 
administrator for the Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board, on Aug. 31, Benni¬ 
gan’s was granted a “Class B, 
BLX, Beer, Wine and Liquor Li¬ 
cense.” 

The granting of this license re¬ 
moves one major obstacle block¬ 
ing the path of the enterprise. 
For, as Sidney J. Brown, owner 
and developer of the Beltway 
Plaza, pointed out in a- letter to 
the city council, dated Aug. 18, 
“. , , restaurants like Bennigan's 
don’t operate without a beverage 
license.” 

But Bennigan’s, a subsidiary of 
the Pillsbury Corp., still faces 
other obstacles before it gets the 
green light for its local venture 
near the eastern entrance to the 
shopping center. 

During the same meeting at 
which it announced that Benni¬ 
gan’s was granted a liquor li¬ 
cense, the council also accepted' 
the Advisory Planning Board's 
report and recommendation on 
the Bennigan plan. 

According to its report, the 
APB has five “concerns” that 
“should be addressed if the coun¬ 
cil sees fit to approve the de¬ 
velopment”: improvement of 

“traffic egress” at the adjacent 
exit on Greenbelt Rd. (at 62nd 
Ave.); a parking study done by 
Bennigan's representatives; a 
zoning review for the parcel; a 
sign plan review; and a meeting 
with the property owner to go 
over the whole development 
scheme for the shopping center. 

The council took up two of 
these concerns with Bennigan’s 
representative, Matthew Watson, 
at the meeting. 

First, the council asked about 
free-standing signs for the res¬ 


taurant. According to Watson, 
there will be no free-standing 
signs. The only sign Bennigan’s 
plans to use, he said, will be 
built into the wall of the restau¬ 
rant itself. 

Second, the council sought in¬ 
formation about parking. Point¬ 
ing to the proposed site on a 
projected overlay, City Manager 
James K. Giese asked if the ar¬ 
chitectural drawings took into 
account the ten-foot strip of 
grass the present county code will 
require between Greenbelt Rd. 
and the edge of the parking area. 

Watson said he was not sure, 
adding that he would check with 
the project’s architect. 

Continuing with this point. 
Councilman Edward Putens asked 
if trees were going to be planted 
on this strip of grass. 

Giese said that, according to 
the new county codes, parking 
lots must have what he called 
“islands of green space.” He did 
not know, he added if trees were 
part of that requirement. 

Before Watson left the council 
meeting, he said the Liquor Con¬ 
trol Board requires a monthly 
status report on the progress of 
construction. A copy of this sta¬ 
tus report plus a copy of the 
parking study, he added, will be 
available to the council before its

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Open Letter 

To the City Council: 

I read with dismay and chagrin 
a story in the Greenbelt News 
Review which quoted the Mayor 
and members of your council as 
being very upset, to say the least, 
regarding my failure to disclose 
to the City of Greenbelt my plans 
with respect to any additional de¬ 
velopment of the Beltway Plaza. 

This question has come up ma¬ 
ny times over the years, after the 
original Beltway Plaza was built, 
and each time I have tried to im¬ 
press upon you the fact that any 
plan or idea which we may have 
regarding additional development 
of the Plaza are only the dreams, 
hopes and aspirations of the ow¬ 
ner aided and abetted by a re¬ 
sourceful and talented architect. 

Pretty pictures do not build 
shopping centers. The only way a 
shopping center or any further 
development or addition to an ex¬ 
isting center gets built is if there 
are tenants who have actually 
signed unconditional leases to 
take space in a center. A shop¬ 
ping center is unlike any other 
type of development. All the plan¬ 
ning and fancy lines drawn on 
paper do not decide for a tenant 
what size his store will be, where 
it will be located in the plan or, 
even more importantly, whether 
he wants to be considered at all 
in the planning. 

When a residential developer 
decides to build a project, he lays 
out the lots and then his architect 
designs houses and it is built 
that way. They build a modeLand 
they sell the houses. The pros¬ 
pective buyer does not tell them 
what to build, they build what 
they want and they sell it in the 
market place. 

The same is true when you 
build an office building. You de¬ 
cide in advance what the average 
office tenant will be looking for 
arul you arrange your site and 
your building structure accord¬ 
ingly. 

As I have said, a shopping 
center is nothing like this. No 
knowledgeable or responsible 
shopping center developer would 
even apply for a building permit, 
even though he may have drawn 
a plan which represents his idea 
of what someone else might like, 
until he gets a few of the “some¬ 
one elses” signed on the dotted 
line. It is at that point that he 
has something to offer and if 
there are conditions to a tenant’s 
lease which means it may never 
come to pass, like it must have a 
liquor license, then there is noth¬ 
ing to talk about until the license 
is obtained. 

I recognize that there are a lot 
of dreamers in this world who 
will announce all kinds of grand¬ 
iose schemes for development and 
may even get the public authori¬ 
ties involved in the planning, but 
it is totally meaningless unless 
they have some tenants. To talk 
about shrubbery, buffer strips, lo¬ 
cations of buildings, designs and 
facades would be an outrageous 
waste of the developer’s time, as 
well as that of the public officials 
involved. Maybe the public offi¬ 
cials are willing to waste money 
which is not really theirs, but no 
sensible developer wants to throw 
his money down the drain, unless 
he is on an ego trip, to talk about 
plans which have no likelihood of 
being implemented until there are 
tenants. 

When a brand new shopping 
center is being planned, it does 
not get announced until several 
major tenants have actually exe¬ 
cuted leases and the developer is 
in a position to dictate to the 
smaller tenants as to where they 
should go. Under those circum¬ 
stances, it behooves the developer 
to, as quickly as possible, consult 
with all authorities who may have

CITY NOTES 

A special meeting was held by 
the Greenbelt Park and Recrea¬ 
tion Advisory Board with con¬ 
cerned citizens of the Springhill 
Lake Community who are form¬ 
ing a Springhill Lake Civic Asso- 
c'at’on. 

On September 28 and 29 the 
city participated in the food dis¬ 
tribution program sponsored by 
the Prince Georges County De¬ 
partment of Social Services. City 
trucks*picked up 6,000 pounds of 
cheese, butter, dry milk and rice 
at the main distribution center 
and brought it to the Municipal 
Building, Senior citizen volun¬ 
teers assisted in giving out these 
foods to 158 needy residents of 
Greenbelt, College Park, Belts- 
ville, Laurel and Seabrook. 

The city learned that the Prince 
Georges County Department of 
Public Works will shortly be un¬ 
dertaking a traffic count study at 
Greenbelt and Mandan Roads and 
Greenbelt and Frankfort Roads, 

Tennis courts were patched on 
Braden Field. Silt was removed 
at the end of the drainage ditch 
between Lakeview Circle and Ma¬ 
plewood Court. Fine stone dust 
was placed on the pathway 
around Attick Park and some 
areas by the pathway were seed¬ 
ed.

Oct. 3 regular meeting. 

Bennigan’s path has been 
strewn with obstacles almost 
from the beginning. At a spe¬ 
cial meeting called on Aug. 22, 
Giese said the city had been noti¬ 
fied that Bennigan’s had applied 
for a liquor license. This was the 
first the city had heard about 
Bennigan’s franchise, and, as Ma¬ 
yor Gil Weidenfeld, speaking for 
the entire council, put it, “We're 
irked, outraged and annoyed.” 

At the Aug.: 22 meeting, Irv¬ 
ing Fleishman, leasing consultant 
for Beltway Plaza, Bennigan’s 
representative, Matthew Watson, 
and James E, Kenkel a Maryland 
attorney representing Bennigan’s 
local interests, briefly described 
the nature of the proposed res¬ 
taurant and showed a copy of its 
menu. But, as reported Sept. 8 
in the News Review, they had no 
architectural drawings to show 
and could provide no specific in¬ 
formation about parking and 
traffic flow. 

At the time, the council turned 
down the request for its approval 
of a liquor license. Weidenfeld 
said the city “likes to be involved 
in development in Greenbelt,” ad¬ 
ding that “the city has received 
no information (on the site and 
operation)” of this enterprise. 

Councilman Thomas X. White, 
along with Bennigan’s represen¬ 
tatives, testified on Aug. 31 be¬ 
fore the Liquor Control Board. 
The Board chose to “take the 
matter under advisement” at that 
time. 

According to Kenkel, Benni¬ 
gan’s “will be a luxury restaur¬ 
ant.’' He likened it to Jasper’s 
and H. T. McDoogal’s, located 
in the Greenway Shopping Cen¬ 
ter. 

Bennigans will employ between 
125 and 135 people and expects 
annual sales of $2.3 million.

anticipated and money was saved 
there. 

City Manager James Giese 
asked about security at the sta¬ 
tion. Gough said that it will be 
important to coordinate closely 
with Greenbelt’s Chief of Police. 
Metrorail police are supposed to 
secure tunnels and trains. Al¬ 
though local police are responsi¬ 
ble for Metrorail stations, at pre¬ 
sent Metro is doing it all. (A 
six-foot fence with barbed wire 
will be put around everything.) 
Metrorail police will probably 
cover the station from 6 a.m. til 
6 or 7 p.m, and then will need 
help from the Greenbelt police. 

A lot for 132 cars will be built 
north of the Beltway and will be 
visible from the Beltway. Noise 
will not exceed county limits. 

Pilski asked if Springhill Lake 
people could get out onto the 
Beltway from the kiss and ride 
lot at the end of Oherrywood 
Lane extended. He was told that 
that vould be impossible and that 
people from Springhill Lake also 
could not get into the kiss and 
ride lot nor onto the Beltway, 
Gough told council the reason for 
this is to prevent people from 
other places from getting onto 
the local streets, 

APB member Toni Bram asked 
why people couldn’t walk to the 
station. Gough didn’t know, Gi¬ 
ese had suggested extending the 
sidewalk along Gherywood Lane 
extended, but Metro officials, he 
said, did not think people would 
want to walk that far. Pilski 
suggested connecting buses. 
Gough assured council that such 
buses would be used. Bike racks 
would also be available. Pilski 
said that students riding commu¬ 
ter rail from the north could be 
picked up by a shuttle at the kiss 
and ride lot. In the beginning 
all parking will be free. 

One problem raised is that 
Cherrywood Lane from the recre¬ 
ation center north is not a finish¬ 
ed street. The Springhill Lake 
apartment firm owns that stretch 
of land now; if Metro buys dt 
Metro will also have to pay off 
the assessment, Giese requested 
that Metro let the city know 
when it plans to widen city 
streets. 

Gough assured council that 
Metro would landscape the area 
and would also be in charge of 
lighting and snow removal. He 
suggested that when the archi¬ 
tect starts putting final plans to¬ 
gether that council meet with 
them and add plans for land¬ 
scaping if they wish.

cil that the forthcoming recon¬ 
struction of the Kenilworth Ave.- 
Greenbelt Rd. intersection, sched¬ 
uled to start in 1985 and last two 
years, will be bad for access to 
Metro for awhile but later would 
improve the access situation. 

Pilski told council that a com¬ 
muter rail to Baltimore was in 
the talking stages. This would 
connect from the Camden station 
in Baltimore to the Baltimore 
Metro which is two blocks away. 
Mass transit can move people to 
the Inner Harbor, he said. People 
in the Greenbelt area are orient¬ 
ed to Washington, Pilski said, 
but reminded council that there 
is another large city nearby with 
many things to offer — Balti¬ 
more. Tickets on the B&O Ches- 
sie commuter train to Washing¬ 
ton can be bought singly, ten 
rides good for two months, un¬ 
limited use weekly and unlimited 
use monthly. Pilski envisions 
more people going the other way 
towards Baltimore, with commut¬ 
er runs added.

GUI Board Approves Contract to Repair 

Price is Set at $145,000 


Vinyl Siding;

At a meeting on Sept. 15, 
the board of directors of 
Greenbelt Homes, Inc., De¬ 
velopment Corporation ap¬ 
proved a contract with the 
Mead Aluminum & Vinyl 
Products firm to repair de¬ 
fects in the vinyl siding on 
frame homes at a price not 
to exceed $145,000. This 
price is much lower than 
Meade's original estimate of 
$250,000, GHI General Man¬ 
ager Shekar Narasimhan at¬ 
tributed the sizeable de¬ 
crease in the price to an a- 
greement reached with the 
contractor on a system for 
deciding mutually on what 
needs repairing on a build¬ 
ing-by-building basis. This 
agreement will then be docu¬ 
mented in detail and the 
contractor assured that no 
subsequent changes or disa¬ 
greements (which would 
boost his costs) will occur. 

Narasimhan said that the base 
document for deciding what re¬ 
pairs are needed will be the Co¬ 
lumbia Design Collective survey, 
which was done earlier. He em¬ 
phasized that not all minor de¬ 
ficiencies in the siding can be re¬ 
paired under this program. In 
order to do that, probably all sid¬ 
ing would have to be replaced. 
In most cases, for instance, the 
“J” channel around doors and 
windows will not be replaced. 
However, major problems will be 
corrected and colors will be 
matched as closely as possible. 

In response to a management 
request, the board suspended the 
rules and passed the contract for 
first and second reading so that 
work can start as soon as pos¬ 
sible. Completion is to occur in 
seven months. The contract was 
approved unanimously, although 
Director Joe Jenkins voted against 
the motion to suspend the rules. 

Staff Appointments 

At the Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
board meeting which followed the 
GHIDC meeting, Narasimhan an¬ 
nounced recent appointments to 
the managment staff: Gary Morn- 
ingstar as Assistant General 
Manager; Joan Freeman as Ex¬ 
ecutive Assistant for Member Re¬ 
lations; Maureen Osborne, who 
started work with GHI on Sept. 
6 as Member Services Coordina¬ 
tor. Judy Holland was appointed 
as secretary to the General Man¬ 
ager. The appointment of Ray 
MeCawley to fill a vacancy on 
the Audit Committee was also 
announced. 

The board of directors author¬ 
ized management to pursue with 
the National Consumer Coopera¬ 
tive Bank a proposal for buying 
out the rehab work in six test 
units by the members who own 
the units. The only items eligible 
for reimbursement are windows, 
baseboard heat, hot water tank 
installation, individual heavy-up, 
receptacles and testing, siding 
and wall insulation. Any im¬ 
provements which the member 
chose to put in (such as storm 
windows) which were not subse¬ 
quently installed by GHIDC in all 
units would not be reimbursable. 

As outlined by Narasimhan, no 
actual costs will be incurred by 
GHIDC by reimbursing these 
members because any reimburse¬ 
ment which is made will then be 
repaid by the unit as increased 
rehab charges. What will actual¬ 
ly occur is that the members in 
the test units will be repaid their 


capital outlay for eligible expen¬ 
ditures but will, in turn, have to 
repay this amount as rehab_ char¬ 
ges over the life of the rehab 
loans. 

Member Betty Deitsch question¬ 
ed the distinction being made be¬ 
tween these units and other units 
in which the members did their 
own rehab work. Director Debbie 
Hartwick pointed out that the 
reasons for doing the work were 
different—the test units were re- 
habbed in order to provide data 
to GHIDC about the specifics of 
rehab. Director Janet Cantwell 
noted that the test units were 
rehabbed before the decision to 
carry out the rehab program had 
been made. If it had not been 
carried out, those members 
would have been paying for both 
electric heat and oil costs for the 
foreseeable future. These kinds 
of risks, undertaken by test unit 
owners, put them in a different 
position. 

Deitsch, in disagreement with 
these arguments, accused the 
board of being unwilling to “do 
anything to help MHRP people.'* 
MHRP—Maryland Housing Reha¬ 
bilitation Program—was a state 
loan program administered by the 
city of Greenbelt. Some GHI 
members rehabbed their units un¬ 
der this program in 1980. 

In the end, the board voted 6-0 
to seek NCCB authority to reim¬ 
burse the test unit members for 
eligible costs. Director John Lew¬ 
is, whose unit was a test c3.se, 
abstained; Director Mark Dom- 
browski was absent. 

In other business, the board re¬ 
ceived a report on changes in the 
bylaws of the National Associa¬ 
tion of Housing Cooperatives 
fi'om Member Tony McCarthy, 
McCarthy is an at-large member 
of the NAHC board. The bylaw 
change will affect GHI's relation¬ 
ship to the regional organization, 
the Eastern Cooperative Housing 
Organization, by substantially 
strengthening the regional body. 

Slate Roofs 

The board also received a re¬ 
port on the survey of the slate 
roofs made by Home-Tech. The 
firm surveyed five buildings in 7 
Court Crescent Rd. The firm 
provided photographs of the roofs 
(which showed areas of discolor¬ 
ation and decomposition) and a 
report on the condition cf the 
sheathing underneath the slate. 
No leaks or deterioration in the 
sheathing were found in the five 


buildings surveyed. The report 
concluded that the slate roofs 
were nearing the end of their use¬ 
ful life, estimated by Home-Tech 
at 40-50 years. Director Frank 
Gervasi said that he had seen 
slate roofs in much worse shape 
than these and Director John 
Lewis, agreeing, added that the 
roofs may be in their last days 
but “How long are the last 
days?" 

Morningstar emphasized that 
the value of the survey lies in 
trying to get a baseline on which 
to build a plan for roof replace¬ 
ment. The board finally passed a 
motion authorizing Home-Tech to 
make the same survey on the 
other buildings with slate roofs 
at a cost of $64 per building. The 
motion was opposed by Jenkins, 
who said that completing the sur¬ 
vey would not add much to the 
information now available and 
would not be valid for very long 
because the state of the roofs is 
changing. 

The board heard concern about 
the security of the GHI boat and 
trailer yard. After much discus¬ 
sion, the measures to be taken 
included repair of the fence and 
additional lighting in the yard.

Narasimhan 
pointed out, however, that if the 
regulations are desirable, they 
should be enforced all the time, 
not just at resale time. Cantwell 
added that there is much concern 
about how the community looks. 

The board authorized a con¬ 
tract to remove dead trees and 
trim others. The trees have al¬ 
ready been marked. The contract 
was awarded at a price of §2~65. 
The board then adjourned to ex¬ 
ecutive session.
